The French, 
conlifting of fix large Ships from 8o to so Guns, tired 
at the Durch under Englith Colours, kiil’d one Man, ead 
damaged fome of their Sui's; after which they hoifted 
the French Flag, ordered the three Captains of the Man 
of War on board of them, and having obliged them so 
give a Certificate that they bad no Englith ia Compusny, 
nor contraband Eff-éts on board, diimifikd the whoe 
Convoy ; and it is faid here, that the fiid French Squa- 
dron bas fince paffed the Screights into the Mediterranean. 
A Letter from Faro of the iit Inftant, mentions, that 
a Squadron of Men of War, fuppofed to be Admiral 
—— had been fren from the Top of the Mouatain⸗ 
there. . 
Hague, September 22. The Account that the Cartha- 
gena Squadron had taken and fent in thither nige or ten 
Sail of Durch Veſſels, is now confirmed, by Advices 
from thence, received by the Owners of thofe Veflels 
themfelves: But there is n0 Reaion to fuppofe, as wis 
given out by the French and Spaniards, that they fad 
been freighted at Lisboa with any Part of the Scores and 
Provifions lying there, for his Britannick Majefty’s Ficer 
in the Mediterranean. On the contrary, it is cercain, 
that two of them were failing directly trom Rotterdam 
for Smyrna, and that the others were all bound from 
Amfterdam to Genoa and Leghorn, and had vot looked 
into Lisbon. This Incident has given po {mall Alarm 
upon the Exchanges of Amiterdam and Rotterdam. A 
few Days ago fome of his Britannick Mayefty's Ships, 
that were cruizing off the Flemith Coaft, intercepted 
feveral {mall Veflels laden with Powder, bound to Dua- 
kirk. M. de Belleifle is certainly entered by Tubingen, 
and the Duchy of Hohenzollern, into the Queen of Hun- 
gary’s Poffzflions in Swabia, where he exacts, from the 
Inhabitants, an Oath of Fidelity to the Emperor. Re- 
ports vary as to the Forwardnefs of the Siege of Fri- 
bourg, as well as about the Sentiments and Condu& of 
the Court of Wirtenberg; but it feems certain, chat 
the Bifhop of Liege has acceded to the League of Franck- 
fort. By the fretheft Advices we have here from Savoy 
ood Piedmont, ye Princes met more Difficulty than had 

en apprehended, in forming the Siege of Coni, and 
had been forced to leave open Vii Portrels on the Side 
of the Stura. Admiral Matthews is expected to arrive 
here in a few Days, in his Way to England. We hear 
from Strasbourg, that the Towns of Bifach, Rodjweil, 
and Vilingen, had furrendered to the French Army in 
Swabia; and that the Baily de Givry was dead of the 
Wounds he received in the Attack of the Rear Guard of 
Prince Charles's Army in Alfatia, before the Repaflige 
of the Rhine.
